SUBJ: TURKS REPORT THAT KYPRIANOU VISIT TO MOSCOW POSTPONED 

1 . MFA DIRECTOR FOR GREEK/CYPRUS AFFIARS TOLD EMBOFF 
JULY 7 THAT THE TURKISH EMBASSY IN NICOSIA WAS REPORTING 
THAT KYPRIANOU HAD BEEN SCHEDULED TO VISIT MOSCOW STARTING 
JULY 3 AND THAT THIS VISIT HAD BEEN "INDEFINITELY' 1 POSTPONED. 

THE TURKISH EMBASSY THOUGHT IT SIGNIFICANT THAT A GOVERNMENT 
SPOKESMAN HAD NOT DENIED SPECULATION TO THIS EFFECT WHICH HAD 
APPEARED IN THE GREEK CYPRIOT PRESS. 

2. BATU COMMENTED THAT IF THIS REPORT IS CORRECT, IT 
MIGHT INDICATE THAT THE SOVIETS HAD INDEED SHIFTED THEIR 
POSITION SOMEWHAT ON THE CYPRUS QUESTION. HE SPECULATED 
THAT ONE SIDE OR THE OTHER, OR PERHAPS BOTH, MIGHT HAVE 
DECIDED THAT IT WAS NOT IN THEIR INTEREST TO HIGHLIGHT 

A DIFFERENCE OF APPROACH BETWEEN THE USSR AND THE GOC 
TO SOLVING THE CYPRUS PROBLEM. 
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
